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SONNETS AND SONNETEERS.

————

Letgh Hunt's Pasthemouns Weork.*

Lelgh Hupt's El“ in behal( of “the spocies
of poem called the sonnet” will be read with
keen delight by the young poets, and with
careful attontion by scholars, and with curi-
uuaol:i those who are nelther scholastic nor

. Hunt econtends that the sonnet,
“while admitting of a greater and happler
levity than those who think lightly of it
imagine, is in reality connecred with some of
the most thoughtiul, some of the most aflect
ing, and some of the grandes;, events of the
most exalted men.”  Alter this prelude it
i& not surprising to see him wax warm In the
cause he espouses—the cause of a form ol
verse in which the Imitators vastly outnum-
ber the musters.

His expreasion of a hope that his disquisi-
tions may “excite a disposition to the cultiva=
tion of the sonuet in all poetical guarters,
particularly those of the country In which
this book first makes its appearance”—that
country being the United States—will, we
fear, find but a feebls echo in the breasts ol
magazine conductors and newspaper editors,
most of whom have dreadful recollections ot
bushels of chafl unredesmed by grains of
palatable whent, However, Hunt's counsel
to sonneteers will be read, together with his
praise of sonnet-making, and his timely hiots
may help to improve the general quality of
the article, Let us hope so.

Thirteen jules are jaid down for the gui-
dance of the sonneteer, Briefly, they are as
follows :—=That a soanet wust be a legitimate
production, in the Italian fashion, with but
two rhymes to the octave and not more than
three to the sestette: it must have but one
leading idea; this Idea must be clearly de-
veloped, with no foreed rhymes nor super-
fluous words, nor yet a word too little or out
of place; there must be no long words; the
rhymes mnst be so varied as not to beat upon
the same vowel; and its interest should be
greatest at the close. With these concise
directions we receive a final admonition:—
“Go now, you who undertake to scorn the
sonnet, and see if you bad not better have
made yourself a little more acquainted with
what you scorned.” .

Seorn being clearly impossible after this
biting rebuke of all scotlers, the reader is at
once introduced to the graver discussions of
the subjeet, and here begins the really valua-
ble of the work. So complete a history
of the sonnet hag never before been written,
nor one which the most unpoetical reader will
study with mere interest. Beginning with
the Adam of sonneteers —Friar Guittone,
of Arezzo, “the first to give the sonnet its
right workmanlike treatiment and versifica-
tion”"—Hunt proceeds to sketch the tender
and graceful efforts of' Cino da Pistola, Guido
Cavaleanti, Dante, and Petrarca. He com-
pares the two latter in a few terse phrases
which mark their Individual peculiarities very
strongly :—

“The unquestionable superiority of Dante in
the sonnet, as appeats to ne, wae the yery -
portant one of grace over elegance: that i~ to
sy, of the inner =pirit ot the peautiful over the
onter: of unstudied, as opposed to studied efoct;
of sentiment oxpressine itself wholly for its
own sake, contrasted with =entiment selecting
its worde 1or the sake of the words also,

*“Not that Petrares lind no grace, Far was he

from woy such nullity,. He had a great deal of
EXace, but not se mveh in dlstinoton frau e

critioal sense of It: not such relisuce upon it
u;lurt from the md to be given it by the secom-
plishmen: of style, Petrarea has frequent -
st.n%vvu, not only of grace, but of pussion; Lo say
nothing of the most exalted mind, But he hved

in an nge of less trouble and more Literatnre |

than Dunte, wne maore prosparons and in favor,
and was also of & nutnre less given to exirenies:
50 that his poetey, ke hig Iite, was altozether
of s more equable deseription; and hence o ditfer-
ence in it irom Dante's, which, it 14 rendered 1t
not so gieat, lefv it greatly beantital, and, till

soclety itself becume stiveesd wp aud imprssioned |

His subject, vo doubt, 1= monotonous; and it is
ensy to give & tew glanecs ot nim and lay him
aside under tnat jmpression. But how s it that
the world has Hstened to him s0 long ¥ Ludies,
too, may be thought to know something ol this
matter; and they are all in b lavor. Ladies ol
no great tien for monotony in love haye ex.
pressly admired him for his variations on that
thenme: and sentimental ladies bave found bim
a8 charmnge in the nineteenth centary us he
wis in the fourteentli, Nor are the other sex,
whose good-will he hus nol =0 bespoken, luss
ervil In therr extolmeuts.  Throughout the
whoie series of Itallan poets, not excepting his
fanli-tinder Tas<oni, bis pralses are constantly
sounding; and two of the latest and maniiest of
them —Altderi and Foscolo —worshipped the
ground he trod on- A reiep of five bundred
years over the most poetion]l and musical of
countrics, with ull Europe for its eoho, I8 surely
answer enough to a chdrge of monotony.

It iz 1o be acknowledged, however, thul you
must lsten clogely, and that the more you
kuow of his lunguage the more you will iind it
varied.” .

Tasso’s sonnets, “lving as thick as stars in
his firmament,” are sharply criticised. While
some of them are “splendid, other grand,
many are faint enough, as if through sick-
ness or misfortune,” and the faults are those
of exuberance and verbal trifling. Tasso
“did nothing peculiar for the sonnet,” But
Marini was worse; he is the celebrated cor-
rupter of Italian poetry,and he brought to-
gether in one stifling heap all the enermities
committed by other poets, becoming “the
greatest and most proiuse master thatever
appeared of all that is adulterate o false
poetry.” Exit Marini!

An amusing chapter is given to the comle
sonnet of Italy, and it is noted as a curious
circumstance “that the stately and 5-Uleu1u
Milton should bave been the first Eoglish
writer” to iutroduce this style of cowmposition
to his countrymen—the example In point
belug his famous attack on the Presbyterians
of the Long Parlinment, beginning :—
“Because you have thrown oil’ your Prelate

Lord.”

The comic chapter winds up with the fol-
lowing :—

“Cresoimbend, in the third book of 'Uowmmen-
tiries' on his ‘Mistory of Iwalien Poctry,’ has
given his readers o specimen of the sonnet
which Iterates but n single word, Fyery line
of it terminntes with the word ‘Argo.

Dwelling upon the iact that the earliest
English sonnets—those of Sir ‘I'homas
Wyatt—chiefly turned upon illegal attach-
ments, Hunt regards this as o lierary curl-
on:i and thereupon gossips pleasaatly, In
Shakespeare’s sonnets, however, “the love s
of 80 true a nature,” and they so carefull
conceal from view the object of the poet’s
gmion, that “they conqguer all objection.”
Spenser, says Hunt, uttered noble and sweet
notes ; Ralelgh wrote one soonet 8o exesllent
that it makes us wish he had written a thou-
sand ; Coleridge’s sonnets give buv glimpses
of his genius, Of the hving Hunt avolds
grouklng, indulglng in only oue exception In
the case of Mrs, Rl‘l’)wnin.x-—“\'ing when Hunt
wrote: now both are dead.

This posthumons work of Leigh Hunts—
the essay which bears hiz name is really a
volume in Itselt—=has a permanent value, aside
from its sharp characterizations of hterary
men., It is lollowed by a disquisition on
American sonnets and sonneteers, written by
the editor—a shorter but very comprehensive
account of the writers ol sonnets in this
country. The earliest American sonneteer
wiz David Humphreys, born in Connecticut
in 1753, and the catalogue J= continued down
to the present day, There 18 an earnest ex-
pression of regret that Stoddard has not cul-
tivated the sonnet to its ulmost limits, and
thera is nlto A& generous estimate of other liv-
ing writers, Among the Ameriean sonneteers
whose productions are quoted in the second
volume are Allston, Bryant, Longlellow, Per-
cival, Tuckerman, Boker, Lowell, Taylor,
Aldrich, Hayne. Anne €. Lynch (Mrs, Botta),
Mrs. Hale, and Mrs. Kioney, '

The “Book ol the Sonnet” 15 an essay, &
evclopedia, and a history: snd, covering a
field not before thoroughly explored, is pecu-
